There are twenty-three dispensaries 
ih Guskatehewan, in place of the 450 
burs under ithe old system. They are 
open only from nine to five, so that 
the workingman has no opportunity 
of purchasing liquor either golng or 
coming from work, All the men in 
oharge of the dispensaries are men of 
middle age and with business experi- 
ence, and for the most part are prom- 
inent temperance and church work- 
ers. Mr. Bole says they form part of 
the big temperance movement, with 
the ultimate objeot of eliminating the 
“booze” entirely, They are inetructed 
not to push sales, drut to discourage 
them, and are told that the less bus- 
iness they do, the better will the gov- 
ernment be ‘pleased, 

No liquor can be consumed on the 
premises of the dispensaries, and it 
also is an offeyce to drink anywhere 
but in a private dwelling house, un- 
der heavy penalties for infraction of 
the law,

With our photograph before them 
the surgeons are able to operate ‘at 
the precise spot where the fragment 
lies, and perform a clean operation in 
perfect confidence, without the neces- 
sity of digging for their object. 

An interesting thing the X-ray has 
discovered is that bullets often turn 
on their axis after entering the body. 
In other words, a bullet. after enter- 
ing the body, will turn completely 
round as if it were going to leave the 
body on the same side or place as it 
entered, This is at present inexplicable 
ard but for the photographs would be 
discredited, 

Another instance of the great use of 
X-ray is that a bullet will often move 
in the body, A doctor may know the 
exact position of a bullet but be un- 
able to operate on account of the fact 
that it has moved. And here the X-ray

Protest Was Received, 

Washington, duly 15.—Austria 
diplomatic representations that Ameri- 
can exports of war munitions to the 
allies have attained dimensicns  en- 
dangering the neutrality of the Unit- 
ed States have been under Considera- 
tion at the state dapartment since 
July 1, and so far it has not been 
determined what reply, if any, the 
United States will make, The Aus- 
trian note, delivered to  Anvbassador 
Penfield on June 29, probably will not 
be glven out here. It was agubstan- 
tially represented, however, in news 
dispatches from Vienna, via Amster- 
dam and London, 

The European note contends that 
war exports as “a proceeding of the 
present war, are not in consonance 
with the definition of neutrality.”
